19% MOISTURE CONTENT WINS... The dry lumber standard which places a 19% mois- 
ture content limit on house framing lumber in the Southern Standard Building 
Code has been approved by mayors, city managers and building officials. Rati- 
fication by member cities of the Southern Building Code Congress was the 


final step in establishing the provision. The Southern Standard Code is in use 
in 798 Southern cities. 


COMPONENTS OFFER BIG OPPORTUNITIES FOR WOOD . Further development of 
pre-assembled lumber building components offers one of the greatest oppor- 
tunities for the lumber industry to increase the use of wood in home construction 
This was agreed upon by 45 leading architects and builders attending a two-day 
wood industry product planning conference with lumber industry representa- 
tives in Washington, D. C., under sponsorship of the National Lumber Manu- 
facturers Association and the National Association of Home Builders. Delegates 
called for more off-site preparation of home building materials, production of 
lumber in larger panels, pre-priming and pre-finishing and wrapping for 
protection while in storage at retail yards or building sites. 


ICC ENJOINS SLOW LUMBER SHIPMENT... The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
permanently enjoined the Union Pacific Railroad against willfully delaying 
eastbound carloads of lumber at the request of Pacific Northwest lumber ship- 
pers. The ICC takes the position that such action contributes to the car shortage 
which is beginning to be felt in the Pacific Northwest and which is expected to 
become more severe by mid-year 


HARDWOOD EXPORTS LOOK UP... The National Lumber Exporters Association expects 
a pickup in activity in 1959. Stanley Lewis, representative in London, England, 
for the association, told the group at its annual meeting in New Orleans, La., 
that an increasing scarcity of Japanese oak and higher export rates out of the 
Orient have combined to tighten the supply picture. Several world buyers are 
on the verge of returning to the American market, he reported. Charles R. Ran- 
som, Harahana, La., was elected president of the group. 


KLAMATH INDIANS TIMBER OFFERED... The Klamath Indian Reservation timber in 
southern Oregon is now up for sale. A total of 11 units on 617,000 acres with 
3.5 billion feet of timber estimated to be worth over $70 million will be offered 
in a sales program that will extend into 1960. Bids have already been called on 
the first unit, three others will be advertised about mid-year, and the remainder 
in the fall. Units offered range in size from 35,000 acres to more than 91,000 acres 
with footages of from 69 million to over 548 million feet. No unit will be sold at 
less than its realization value as determined by a recent appraisal. Units not 
sold by April 1, 1961, will be purchased by the government and added to the 
national forest system.A bid advertisement on the sale will be published in May 
issue of THE TIMBERMAN, woods management, forestry and logging journal 


FOREST PRODUCTS CARLOADING GAIN Carloadings of forest industry products from 
the Pacific Northwest in February were at a four-year high of 33,566 cars 
This compares with 28,536 in February a year ago.

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STATE MANAGEMENT PLAN PROPOSED IN WASHINGTON ... Bert Cole, state land 
commissioner in Washington, has proposed management of state timber lands 
on a sustained yield basis with an allowable annual cut of 469 million feet. The 
plan proposes that the state provide adequate access roads for bidders on state 
timber and other forest products. Under the plan, the Natural Resources Depart- 
ment would acquire permanent road access rights to state-owned lands under 
the management program. 


VENEER PLANT PURCHASED Diamond Lumber Co., Portland, Ore., has purchased 
the Estacada Veneer Co. from E. V. Prentice Co. as a move to assure an adequate 
supply of veneer for the firm's plywood plant at Tillamook, Ore. Production will 
be upped to two shifts at the veneer plant in Estacada 


U. S. PLYWOOD BUYS LOGGING FIRM... Walker Logging Co. at Blue Lake, near 
Eureka, Calif., has been purchased by U. S. Plywood Corp. for $700,000. Walker 
Logging held the contract to log for Mutual Plywood Co. which was recently 
purchased by U. S. Plywood. 


NATIONAL FOREST PROGRAM OUTLINED ...An extensive short-term and long-term 
national forest program has been outlined to Congress by Ezra Benson, secre- 
tary of the agricultural department. The short-term program—10 to 15 years— 
calls for a boost in annual timber sales to 11 billion feet, compared with the 
present 8 billion feet. The long-term goal—for the year 2000—is 21 billion feet 
Timber sales receipts would be increased from the present $100 million annually 
to $190 million on the short-term plan and to $350 million on the long-term haul 
Details of the plan are discussed in the annual Forest Industries Yearbook, to 
be published late in May by THE TIMBERMAN, woods management, forestry and 
logging journal 


ST. REGIS REPORTS GAINS First quarter reports from St. Regis Paper Co. shows good 
gains: net sales of $95 million compared with $85 million a year ago and net 
income of $5.5 million compared with $3.7 million a year ago. The report of the 
firm points out that the recovery in general business conditions from the recent 
recession began in the spring of 1958 and that the current expansion in all key 


economic indicators suggests a continuation of the recovery on a broad scale 
during 1959

veneer operation. Output of 5 million square feet a month is anticipated when 


the plant starts operating late in 1959. U. S. Plywood also operates a sawmill at 
Gold Beach 


NEW PLYWOOD PLANT OPERATING... Valsetz Lumber Co. has started production at 
its new $1 million plywood plant in Valsetz, Ore. An annual capacity of 60 
million square feet is anticipated. The plant has operated since the first of the 
year as a veneer operation 


PAPERBOARD, PAPER MILL PLANNED Continental Can Co. will build a 350-ton per 
day bleached sulphate paperboard and paper mill on the Savanah River near 
Augusta, Ga. The mill is expected to be in production in early 1961.

Che program was unfolded at Doug 
las Fir Plywood Association’s spring 
subscribers meeting where managing 
director W. E. Difford announced or 
ganization of a subsidiary corporation 
to be called PLywoop FABRICATORS 
Service, INc. with headquarters in 
Chicago 

PFS has been organized to function 
as an affiliate of DFPA along the lines 
of Plywood Research Foundation in 
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Tacoma, Washington. Named execu- 
tive vice president was W. D. Page, 
former Chicago field promotion man- 
ager for DFPA 

In presenting the details of the or- 
ganization, W. D. “Dub” Page told the 
manufacturers that PFS has been set 
up to create new markets for plywood 
and wood, in such components as 
stressed-skin panels, box beams, vaults 
and industrial units

THE PROGRAM WILL WORK in 
this manner: DFPA_ will provide 
initial development of the specifica- 
tions and grade-trademarks that com- 
ponent fabricators will use through 
PFS. Grade-trademarks will be sub- 
licensed to PFS. DFPA will train in- 
spectors and technical men for PFS 
DFPA will advertise and promote 
components on a national basis to- 
gether with advice and assistance to 
individual fabricators for local pro- 
motions. DFPA will provide initial 
financing for PFS and will continue 
to develop additional components 
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PFS will in turn sub-license mem- 
ber fabricators to use grade-trade- 
marks for various components. PFS 
will provide quality control to the fab- 
ricators. It will also offer advisory de- 
sign and engineering services and pro- 
vide technical assistance to plant per- 
sonnel and sales managers

The pilot program calls for a staff 
including two structural engineers, 
two laboratory technicians, and four

PFS is backed by DFPA and was 
incorporated early last March accord- 
ing to Page. The immediate “crash” 
program is to get pilot stage produc- 
tion into operation as quickly as pos- 
sible. The new organization will op-

As soon as initial difficulties are over- 
come, the PFS will expand on a na- 
tion-wide basis. 

TARGET DATE for the initial op- 
eration of the pilot program was set 
for May 1, at which time fabricators 
were to be ready to produce; the 
trained staff to be on the job; labs 
equipped ready for testing; sales tools 
printed and advertising-merchandising 
ready to swing into the job.

Dr. Hall made a point of stating 
that the per capita consumption of 
plywood has been rising steadily and 
consistently He said he had little 
sympathy with the critics who main 
tain that promotion and 
competition with lumber is hurting 
the lumber business: “When you stop

and analyze the use to which plywood 
is being put these days, you find that 
plywood sells as much lumber as it 


displaces

Speaking particularly to integrated 
manufacturers who are producing both 
lumber and plywood, Dr. Hall said, 
“Lumber is in danger of losing more 
ground as a factor in the forest prod- 
ucts industry unless a way can be 
found to bring to lumber the same 
ideas of quality control, standardiza- 
tion of product, and industry-wide 
merchandising which has been ac- 
complished in the plywood industry 
during the past 20 years.” 


There is plenty of room for all seg- 
ments and all products of the forest 
products industries, Dr. Hall said, but 
there is a lot more room for “more 
I have 
been looking for years for the rise of 
a real statesman who could pull all 
these segments of this great industry 
together.”

After pointing to the absence of 
system in lumber grading and quality, 
also the difficulties involved in buying 
lumber from the standpoint of the 
consumer, Dr. Hall concluded by say- 
ing that there is very serious need for 
reorganization and new thinking with- 


component development. The beams 
and panels outlined would require 415 
million board feet, the trussed rafters 
another 600 million board feet for a 
total of 1.015 billion board feet of 
lumber annually. This is only a start 
on the potential for the components 
which PFS fabricators might make. 

Already under development by 
DFPA are a new line of industrial 
items such as tanks, containers, pallets, 
tote boxes, and similar units. DFPA’s 
applied research staff is also develop- 
ing components for the agricultural 
market and are currently redesigning 
their plans for panelization so they 
can offer construction packages. 

Page summed up his remarks by 
stating “With a team like this hitting 
a market of such unlimited potential, 
we believe success is virtually inevit- 
able. Plywood Fabricators Service, 
Inc. is new, but you will be hearing 
from us and what is more important, 
your sales managers will be hearing 
from our fabricators.”

Agnew stated that the acceptance 
of the Commercial Standards amend- 
ments will make it possible to utilize 
up to 50% of the available white 
pocket veneers without sacrificing 
quality of product He said that 
DFPA fully realizes the importance 
to its subscribers in finding profitable 
outlets for much of the remainder of 
the vast majority: “The DFPA is not 
It is an organization of 
mills, supported and controlled by the

jeopardize the market position of this 
industry for which we have fought 
hard to achieve during the past 20 
years. 

He said that the Management Com- 
mittee has put aside $21,000 for fur- 
ther cooperative research with the 
Forest Products Laboratory, to achieve 
this objective. “The program is now 
underway and will be completed as 
quickly as possible—before the end 
of the year,” he said 


“THE NEW CS 45-55 should erase, 
or at least minimize many of the prob- 
lems created by self-certification of 
quality on a broad scale. This con 
dition has done incalculable harm to 
our industry; but a Commercial Stand- 
ard that is specific, that means the 
same thing to all manufacturers 
traders, buyers and users, together 
with effective testing and inspection, 
should do much to improve these con 
ditions.” 

Revaluation of strength factors of 
the Western softwood groups has also 
been authorized by the Management 
Committee, reported Agnew The 
program, now underway, will deter- 
mine if some of these woods cannot 
be used interchangeably with “D Ve 
neers” in fir plywood 

Agnew stated that “through DFPA 
we must continue to put forth super 
human effort which we have done 
during the past four years.” 

“The program must have and needs 
the support of all fir plywood pro- 
ducers.’ 

Conceding that there will probably 
always be a few producers who do not 
choose to support the combined pro- 
motional effort, Agnew called for at 
least 90% of the industry to support 
the DFPA to keep it strong and effec 
tive in the years ahead

He felt 
that “all lumber is good lumber” and 
we should settle our family differences 
without it getting out of hand and 
helping competition instead of putting 
up a solid front to sell wood. He said 
that the task of unifying the industry 
behind a consistent program of lumber 
promotion has just begun. “We must 
fight or become a secondary industry 
Competitors are spending millions to 
introduce new products into the home 
building field alone,” he said 


New growth is outstripping utiliza- 
tion in some places in the South by as 
much as 50%, Robert Ingram, presi- 
dent of the National Lumber Manufac 
turers told the West Coast lumbermen 
“Strange things are happening in the 
South as it is rapidly coming back to 
become a major factor in the forest 
products industries.” He pointed out 
that in Georgia alone nurseries grew 
and have planted over 300 million 
seedlings in one year—that 90% of all 
lumber produced in the South is 
trucked to markets.

Market 
research is important and there is an 
element known as “marginal differ 
entiation” advertising circles.

Underlying all of this for the lum- 
ber industry is the requirement that 
there be something good to sell. So 
there first must be quality control 
Consumer experience with a bad win- 
dow, for example, can be far worse 
than anything a competitor of wood 
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could create. Mr. Creden said the 
finish wood people have done a good 
job and the rough wood people must 
do the same. He concluded by saying 
kiln dried wood is best and offered the 
opinion that most of his listeners 
knew this, even if they might not sa) 
it 

In his presidential address, Mr 
Hood expresses optimism for the in- 
dustry in the period ahead after hav- 
ing had “a tough time of it since 
1956.”

marked by prices hitting the skids 
in the summer of 1956—association

quality and managed a good balance 
among stocks, sales and production, 
Mr. Hood said. The industry is now 
in a good statistical position to take 
advantage of the present recovery in 
the market the California lumberman 
said 

Switching to the matter of safety, in 
his report to the membership, Mr 
Hood said considerable progress had 
been made in the WPA’s two-year-old 
program but there still remained a big 
job to be done. He said that of 304 
companies reporting in 1958, 30 had 
frequency rates higher than 100 in 
two or more departments. Relating 
safety to the overall high costs of pro- 
duction today, Mr. Hood urged that 
every effort be made to improve the 
records and to use this means to help 
cut costs. Effective safety programs 
at all mills will also serve to stay any 
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possible legislation in this field he said. 
Safety is a Management program and 
a continuing one, not a one-shot affair 

The impact of the nation’s popula- 
tion explosion is going to be felt more 
each year, C. A. Gillet, American 
Forest Products Industries, Inc., 
warned. Statistics from several AFPI 
surveys indicate that some elements in 
the industry are actively working to 
solve the land use problems but that 
much more will have to be done to 
handle an estimated population of 
275 to 300 million by 2000 

There are many problems arising 
out of the industry’s trying to work 
out programs for primary production 
of timber on its lands and yet allow 
recreation but these must be solved, 
Gillet said 

A close look at active and pending 
legislation on the national level was 
given to the association members by 
Mortimer Doyle, executive vice presi 
dent of NLMA 

He cited the importance of the peo- 
ple letting their congressmen know 
their thoughts and of keeping abreast 
of pertinent legislation, and the even 
greater importance of this in the lum- 
berman’s business activity 

\ parting thought expressed to the 
group by Mr. Doyle was that there 
are outstanding business men and 
leaders in the lumber industry and 
that Congress needs sound business 
heads. Lumbermen should seriously 
consider offering themselves as candi-

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Trimmer Feeder Takes 


A random-width trimmer feeder, designed by lumber 
division plant engineer W. C. Evans at the Diamond 
Gardner Corporation's Integrated Forest Products Center, 
Red Bluff, Calif., is in use on two trimmers in the planing 
mill there. The feeder consists of five wheels selectively 
spaced on a shaft. Each wheel is notched in two places, 
diametrically opposite. Each wheel has an adjustable cam 
mounted on one side of it. At each wheel position there 
is a pivoted hook, with cam roller. These hooks are lifted 
by the cam and hold the oncoming piece of lumber while 
the five wheels go through one cycle. A half revolution of 
the wheel shaft is one cycle. An air cylinder and ratchet 
drives the wheel shaft and the cylinder and ratchet actions 
ire controlled by a limit switch and cam on the trimmer 
tail shaft

Nelson states 

“Good houses built of lumber over 
100 years ago are still standing in the 
New England states and they are still 
in good condition. They were built 
with unseasoned lumber. And as men- 
tioned above, builders in that section 
of the country still think it O.K., so 
why deprive them of their savings 

“We are one of the few remaining 
cargo producing mills on the Colum- 
bia river. Our competition is from 
British Columbia cargo mills. We find 
that green lumber is readily sold in the 
Atlantic Coast market, whether hem- 
lock or Douglas fir. Rates on water 
shipments whether green or dry lum- 
ber from British Columbia or the 
West Coast via steamers are the same: 
therefore, excessive freight costs are 
not involved 

“Many mills changed over to drying 
lumber to obtain higher returns for 
their product. The same was first true 
with smooth end trimming in_ the 
1930s 

“If we were forced to dry lumber 
through ruling of F.H.A. or State 
building codes, we would probably 
complicate our international trade re 
lations with Canada.”
